HIGHWAY SAFETY, although 
it's a subject for apathy for most 
of our titizens, is a vital problem 
to officials who have to deal with 
i t 
One of the best editorials on this 
subject has come to the attention 
of Tfmiiio. 
It was printed in the 
Providence (R.I.) Journal and Eve­ 
ning Bulletins and I think it is 
something that all of us should 
read. 
It is titled “Why Not Get Angry 
Abodt Highway Deaths?" and reads 
like this:

“In 1953 in the United States 
7,126 persons were murdered. But 
38,360 were killed by automobiles. 
“In the same year, 92,600 per­ 
sons were injured by assaults. But 
1350,000 were injured by automo­ 
biles. 
“These figures, cited by a former 
president of the International As­ 
sociation of Chiefs of Police, give 
some measure of the relative im­ 
portance of the motor vehicle acci­ 
dent problem in comparison with 
the crime problem in this country. 
“Automobiles kill or injure 14 
times as many people in the course 
of a year as criminals do. Yet the 
wholesale toll of human life and 
limb they take bring no great 
wave of popular indignation, no 
loud cry for drastic steps to get 
on top of the situation. 
*

* 
“But suppose the figures were 
to be reversed, and that some year 
criminals should kill or maim 14 
times as many people as cars did. 
Every law enforcement agency in 
the land would be under fire. Citi­ 
zens would scream for action. Civic 
organizations would pass angry res­ 
olutions. 
Congressmen and state 
legislators ana city councilmen 
woutd make excited speeches and 
conduct investigations and vote 
more money for more police. There 
would literally be the devil to pay 
until the crime wave was brought 
under control. 
“Such violent reaction in such 
a situation would be understand­ 
able. 
What is much less under­ 
standable is the failure of the 
slaughter on the 
highways 
to 
arouse anything like a similar re­ 
action. Yet a man who is slugged 
on the head by a footpad's length 
of lead pipe is no more badly in­ 
jured than one whose skull is 
cracked when he is struck down 
by A car. 
And a man killed by 
i shot from a robber's gun is no 
deader than one killed by a racing 
automobile.

“Somehow, somewhere along the 
line in the years since motor ve­ 
hicles became essential to our com­ 
mos life, we have lost our sense of 
proportion where they are concern­ 
ed. W e have come more and more 
to accept the terrible toll of suf­ 
fering they exact as an unfortunate 
but inevitable part of the price we 
must pay for the usefulness and 
convenience they offer. 
The idea 
is fatalistic ana completely false.

Casts Doubt on Claim 


Field Marshal Sir John Harding,

His statement said the leaflets 
contained inaccuracies. 
It added 
there never had been “the slight­ 
est evidence" the two soldiers had 
been capturd. Tt said the leaflets 
were 
“patently an

fact that the two men are known 
to be missing." 
The British were shocked and 
angered by the reported hanging 
of Cpls. Gordon Hill and Bonnie 
Shilton. They swiftly tightened se­ 
curity measures on this troubled 
Mediterranean island. 
Tile underground made its claim 
of revenge killings in special En­ 
glish language leaflets distributed 
throughout Nicosia. It claimed the 
soldiers were slain in retaliation 
for the hanging of Cypriots Micha- 
lakis Karaolis and Andreas Deme- 
triou. 
The British confirmed that Hill 
and 
Shilton were 
missing from 
their units. Without their bodies, 
however, the executions could not 
be confirmed. Official quarters in 
London, however, expressed “ten­ 
tative belief" the 
soldiers were 
dead.

Layoffs Idle 
Half Million in 
Auto Industry 


DETROIT (ILB—A shutdown of 
all General Motors automotive as­ 
sembly operations and layoffs by 
other auto firms today idled about 
a half-million workers. 
The sprawling GM organization 
said it would nalt assemblies for 
today only, giving a “vacation” to 
more than 390,000 hourly - rated 
workers. 
A GM spokesman said 
this week’s production was cut to 
four days “to balance production 
with current customer demand.” 
Full production will be resumed 
Monday, he added. 
The GM cutback followed an es­ 
timate by the trade publication 
Automotive News that this week’s 
car production would be the low­ 
est in the nation of 1956. The cut­ 
back was expected to lower the 
estimate of 111,230 units even fur­ 
ther. 
Poor sales of new cars were blam­ 
ed for the GM cutback and those 
by Ford and Chrysler, the other 
members of the auto industry’s 
“Big Three.” 
The United Auto Workers Union 
estimated that more than 123,000 
auto workers were laid off “in­ 
definitely.” 
UAW President Wal­ 
ter P R en thor asked for joint la­ 
bor - management conferences to 
solve what he called an “alarm­ 
ing” rate of unemployment in both 
the auto and farm implement in­ 
dustries. 
Chrysler has idled 6,200 workers 
indefinitely at plants here and in 
Evansville, Ind., since Reuther’s 
proposal and laid off 6,500 others 
for two days in Detroit.

ate Thursday night passed and sent 
to the House a five billion dollar 
federal flood insurance program. 
The Senate passed the bill 61-7

Administration 
authorized to issue up to five bil­ 
lion dollars in insurance policies 
and re-insurance of policies of pri­ 
vate insurance firms.

Walter (D-Pa), whose House com­ 
mittee on Un-American Activities 
has been investigating the Mikheev 
case, late Thursday demanded that 
the department expel the Russian. 
Walter said it had not been de­ 
termined yet whether Mikheev ac­ 
tually committed espionage. 
But 
he said he definitely violated his 
diplomatic immunity by seeking 
strategic 
information 
from two 
Americans—-Sidney Hatkin. a sus­ 
pended Air Force employe, and 
Richard S. Cutter, an armed forces 
m e d i c a l librarian. 
Both men 
spurned Mikheev’s attempts and 
reported him to authorities. 
The News said Mikheev packed 
his wife, his small son, several 
suitcases, and bundles of clothing 
and other belongings into a dark 
blue sedan in front of his home 
Thursday night and drove off. A 
Russian air force attache, in plain 
clothes, followed in another car.

WASHINGTON OIE) — J. Edgar 
Hoover, celebrating his 32nd anni­ 
versary as head of the FBI Thurs­ 
day. said his agents are conduct 
ing “civil rights schools” for South 
em police officers. 
The 61-year-old FBI chief also 
took a verbal swing at “hotheads 
on either side” who advocate dras­ 
tic measures in the school integra­ 
tion issue. 
“If everyone proceeds with mod­ 
eration, and without resort to vio­ 
lence, these civil rights problems 
can be met and solved/’ he said. 
“The feelings are still there (in 
the South), but there is a growing 
awareness that the problem must 
be solved, and in a responsible 
manner.” 
Hoover told a news conference 
the civil rights schools conducted 
at the state level are designed to 
explain to the policemen the juris­ 
diction of the federal government 
and how federal laws operate in 
the field. He reported a “tremend­ 
ous” response from Southern law 
officers.

Two Executed by Firing Squad 
Ask Deaths Serve as Warning to All 


POINT of the MOUNTAIN, Utah 
(IB—A double-strength firing squad 
executed two Midwestern slayers 
at dawn today. 
The 
youths 
asked that “our 
tragic lives and ending serve as 
a warning to all—young and old.” 
The barking rifles of IO volun­ 
teer marksmen ended a 6 1-2 year 
battle by Verne Alfred Braasch, 
27, Reinbeck, Iowa, and Melvin 
Leroy Sullivan, 25, Kansas City, 
Kan., to escape death for the Oc­ 
tober, 1949, slaying of a youthful 
Utah service station attendant. 
Braasch and Sullivan died seated 
in spotlighted chairs in a shed in 
the outer yard of Utah’s Point of 
the Mountain Prison. 
Deputy 
Sheriff 
Charles Wells 
gave the firing order for the state’s 
First double firing squad execution 
at 5:14 a. in. MST. 
As Wells’ hat dropped in signal, 
the riflemen fired from standing 
and kneeling positions behind the 
window of a prison building 25 
feet from the slayers. 
Eight of 
the rifles, containing 30 caliber 
bullets, carried the death mes­ 
sage. Two, none knew which, were 
loaded with blanks. 
Sullivan was pronounced dead 
at 5:1$ a. rn.; Braasch at 5:16 a. rn. 
When the two men came into 
the yard, they already had been 
hooded with black cloths that drap­ 


ed over their heads and chest. 
Round wnite targets had been 
fixed over the black hoods to m ark 
theij hearts. 
The eight bullets 
punched closely grouped patterns 
on the targets. 
About IOO witnesses were on 
hand for the execution. Joseph A. 
Manzione, Beaver, Utah, the fa­ 
ther of Howard Manzione, the slay­ 
ers* victim, was one of them. 
The condemned men issued a 
statem ent Thursday night through 
Father 
Tom Meersman, 
prison 
chaplain, in which they said they 
did not protest their pumsnment. 
As a “ partial excuse,” they said 
that as children of broken homes 
“ we grew up in neglect and did 
not have a chance in life.” 
Religious training, Braasch and 
Sullivan 
insisted, 
“ would have 
pointed us in the right direction.”
